THEIR CONDITION IN ALL PAR’ 
OF THE STATE. 


Increased Acreage Both in Cereals 
and 
Fruits—A 
Prosperous 
Season 
Assured. 


[SPECIAL DISPATCHES TO TH E RECORD-UHION.J 


Crop reporis received by the California Asso­ 
ciated Press show a m ost prosperous condition 
prevailing throughout California. The wheat, 
barley, oat and hay crops in m any sections will 
be the largest for m auy years, and in nearly all 
the counties at least an average crop w ill be 
harvested. T he fm it aud grape crops are re­ 
ported to be iu the sam e prom ising condition, 
w ith a few exceptions in some localities, w here 
peaches have been attacked w ith curl-leaf. 
w hich w ill affect the eiop to some extent. A pri­ 
cots, also, in m any cases, are reported to have 
been affected by the early rains, w hich pre­ 
vented them setting fully. 
T be acreage in 
cereals, fruits and grapes on the whole has been 
greatly increased, due to im m igration, pro­ 
pitious w eather, and th e subdivision of large 
tracts into sm aller holdings. 
In m any counties 
experim ents have been m ade iu Biigar-beet cu lt­ 
ure, aud iu all cases the results taus far have 
beeu em inently satisfactory. 
ALAMEDA. 
S ax L eaxduo, April 16th.—Graiu crops of 
every description never looked better than they 
do at present, although the acreage devoted to 
crops 01 this sort is gradually being reduced by 
the plant.ng of fruit trees and the growing of 
vegetables.

“ BRUISIHG.” 


A correspondent is solicitous that some­ 
thing should be done to check the “pugil­ 
istic craze” that has so seized upon the Cali- 
forniacommunities. Heshould uot “worry,” 
tor experience has demonstrated that the 
short road to remedy all extravagance of 
that kind is through the laue of “ let 
alone.” 
The forces that maintain these 
'crazes’ expend themselves soonest when 
not resisted by assault. 
An organized 
and persistent effort to check this fever of 
nose-smashing might but add to the lease 
of its life. 
It is a fire that is best not blown 
upon, because it will as certainly smolder 
and die, as that the sun will shine after 
the night passes. 
To lie sure, pugilism 
will continue, but not necessarily the 
fevered craze of the present. 
Pugilism as 
a sport in athletics is quite as old as civili­ 
zation. 
I heseus is accorded the honor of 
introducing boxing as an invention, and 
Homer dwelt upon the contests of fists and 
muscles in which Hercules and Pollux and 
fabled heroes engaged. 
The light glove of 
this day is as down and velvet compared 
to the “cestus” of dried cow-hide studded 
with iron and leaden knobs, that the 
boxers of the ancient prize rings wore. 
It 
is now a hundred and forty vears and 
more, since the brutal and brutalizing 
fighting as we know it in this day, was in­ 
troduced into England, and really, if any­ 
thing, the contests of the present are 
greatly milder 
than 
those 
that 
the 
English 
encouraged in the 
last 
cen­ 
tury. 
Boxing will 
continue to 
be a 
rude, vulgar and brutalizing sport in 
some circles, 
and 
in 
others 
it 
is 
and may be confined to a rational system 
of instruction in the art of using the 
limbs for self-defense in fisticuffs, and in 
wrestling, and into which neither brutal­ 
ity or coarseness may enter. 
But as for 
the present craze that feeds upon the ex­ 
citement of bruising matches between fel­ 
lows, who, as a rule, are fit for little less 
than animal contests, and who will pres­ 
ently be as much in disfavor as they are 
now in demand, it will have its decadence, 
and is liest left to expend itself. 
H alf a 
dozen years ago or so an effort was made in 
all the States to suppress it and to deter­ 
mine the exact point at which bruising 
must cease, and to fix the line up to which 
it might be permitted to go on. 
But the 
attempt only whetted the appetite for 
brutal exhibitions, and the law has latter­ 
ly not much interfered through its officers 
*0 prevent the bruising fraternity from 
battering each other into insensibility and 
even into death. 
No issue is possible as to 
the demoralizing influence of these bruis­ 
ing matches; among thoughtful citizens 
there can be but one judgment reached re­ 
garding them. 
But when it comes to rem­ 
edies we incline strongly to the belief that 
communities will soonest be rid of the 
craze by getting “ a full stomach of it,” 
when the inevitable reaction will set in. 


T h e Chief of Police of this city is 
about to propose to the city legislative 
body the adoption of the police patrol- 
wagon system. 
In our local columns will 
be found a succinct description of this sys­ 
tem and some account of what it is be. 
lieved its economy and general usefulness 
w ill prove to be. 
The only question that 
is really a serious one in the matter is that 
o f the ability of the city to l>ear the ex­ 
pense, at this time, that is involved in the 
adoption of the system. 
But from the 
experience of other cities in this matter, 
it is safe to predict that, if added to our 
police methods, we will find it to be a 
money-saver. 
For it will insure dutv- 
(ioing by the roundsmen and quick re­ 
sponse to the call for police aid, and these 
in turn lessen the activity of the criminal 
element that is a source of constant ex- 
peose. 
It will be an efficient aid in pre­ 
venting the escape of the lawless after 
the commission of crime, and thus save to 
the city considerable expenditure in pur­ 
suing offenders. 
It will in part pay 
for 
itself 
by 
eliminating 
the 
cost 
now 
unavoidable in transporting pris­ 
oners 
and 
the 
sick 
and 
wounded 
to the city prison or to the hospitals. One 
-of its greatest advantages will be the aboli­ 
tion of the system that withdraws a 
-roundsman from his beat whenever be 
.makes an arrest, for he must now leave his 
l*>st to convey his prisoner to the central 
station, and in the meanwhile his beat is 
exposed, a fact that burglars, petty thieves 
and others of the lawless class seldom per­ 
mit to remain unimproved. 
It is there­ 
fore an Ojien question, with much favoring 
its affirmation, “ W ill not the proposed sys­ 
tem really save money to the city?” If the 
authorities can see their way clear to tills 
adoption, we are confident that the patrol 
wagon system will work many benefits and 
economies for the city. 
Not the least of 
these will be its usefulness at fires, it- 
humanity in 
conveying 
the sick and 
wounded, and lastly, the assurance that the 
|ieople will be justified in entertaining, that 
every roundsman is in his allotted hours 
on duty, pat rol ¡ng his beat, and, so far as 
he can do so, protecting the homes of the 
people from assault. 


T h e Oklahoma matter 
Is 
assuming 
giant proportions. 
The President’s pro­ 
clamation throws open to settlement in 
the Indian Territory lands that have here­ 
tofore l>een reserved for the Indian tribes. 
These lands in area are sufficient to accom­ 
modate about 12,000 settlert, but about 
50,000 would-be settlers have gathered 
along the borders of the promised land, 
together with fully 10.000 more who are 
town-lot speculators and goods dealers, 
waiting for the dawn of the hour that will 
permit of their' entry ut>on the soil with­ 
out encountering the bayonet of a soldier 
O f course, in the scramble that will ensue 
when the rush becomes lawful, there will 
be not less than 38,000 disappointed peo­ 
ple, and as a matter of course, also, there 
w ill I* violence, bloodshed and death. 
The strong will wrestle with the weak and 
overcome them ; the heartless and brutal 
w ill ride rough-shod over the rights of 
F.osc feebler than they and more merciful. 


There will be strife, contention and riot, | 
and to prevent all this, so far as can be ¡ 
done, several battalions of regulars have 
! been sent into the region. 
Their task 
will not be an easy one, and it will not be 
possible, no matter how diligent they may 
be, for the soldiers to prevent all outrage, 
wrong and bloodshed. 
We may look for­ 
ward to scenes of brutality, cruelty and 
outrage upon human rights when the 
rush begins, as confidently as we anticipate 
the rising and the setting of the sun. 


W e have been deploring the weakness 
of our navy and sharply criticising ad­ 
ministrations for delay in building new 
ships of war. 
But here is Secretary of the 
Navy, Mr. Tracy, out in an open speech, 
delivered at the banquet tendered him in 
Brooklyn, declaring that “ such has been 
the vast improvement in the building of 
armored ships in recent years, that we really 
have lost little or nothing by our delay in 
reconstructing the American navy.” 
The 
Secretary has been in office only a few 
weeks, but he speaks with such confidence 
that it must be assumed that lie lias clearly 
made Hp his mind that we are better off’ 
for not having spent large sums in ship­ 
building that would have confined us for 
many years to styles that are now being 
condemned. 
By reason of the delay we 
now have a surplus that enables us to build 
as we please, and after the latest and most 
improved models; but the thought will 
come to the surface, such is the rapid ad­ 
vance of science and such the wonders of 
discovery and invention, that even if we 
now procure the most approved desigas 
for ships of war and proceed to build, we 
may find ourselves in half a decade again 
“ behind the times.”

down upon them, threatening to crush 
them and cast them into the raging sea. 
Their hearts failed them utterly, but just 
before the fatal crash they heard a ring­ 
ing encouraging cheer from their comrades 
on the Trenton, the stars and stripes were 
run to the mizzen peak, and mingling 
with the roar of the storm the doomed 
men heard from the deck of the Trenton 
the strains of her band, playing to give 
them courage, the “Star Spangled Banner.” 
Some of the poor fellows were saved, but 
some of them went to their death, facing 
the grave to the music of the most stirring 
of their* nation’s songs. 
It was a sadly 
dramatic episode that will live in song 
and story in the history of the nation. 


T h e New York Legislature has before it 
what is known as the Saxton ballot reform 
bill. 
It is, in brief, very much like the 
bill proposed by the Young Men’s Demo­ 
cratic League in San Francisco, and which 
the late Legislature of California re­ 
jected. 
It is supported in New York by 
the Republicans and the representatives of 
the Labor organizations, the Democrats 
alone standing in the way of its adoption 
This occasions the New York World to put 
the question in this way—and it is a 
sledge-hammer method of stating i t : 
“ If 
the Republicans and the Labor organiza­ 
tions, which earnestly favor the bill, can 
stand its regulations in the interest of free 
and honest elections, why cannot the Dem­ 
oráis ? 
To assume that they cannot is to 
insult their intelligence or to impeach their 
honesty.”

T h e IU -Iated S team er Said to H ave B een 
a S trong Iro n V essel. 
P h il a d e l p h ia , April 16th.—Captain Smith of 
the British steamer La Fiandre. which arrived 
this afternoon from Antwerp, was commander 
ot the ill-fated Danmark before her ohauge of 
ow nership, aud was much concerned when he 
learned of the disaster which is said to have 
overtaken that vessel. Captain Smith, when 
questioned, said 
the Danmark was a 
re­ 
markably strong vessel. 
She was built iu 
water-tight compartments, had water tanks 
from 
the 
bridge 
aft, 
aud 
was 
extta 
braced with iron about her upper works. “ In 
iact." he added, “she was one of the strongest 
tu It vessels I was ever in. I commanded her 
when she was sold, just previous to her last 
trip, and was chief officer prior to that, and 
would uot wish to sail in a better ship." Cap­ 
tain Smith said further, that he had crossed 
very close to where the ship was sighted. “If 
the boats were picked up.” he continued, “by a 
sailing vessel,her proper course w ould be to start 
for the Irish Channel. Of course no sailing 
vessel would continue her voyage with such a 
crowd on board unless the port she was bound 
to was the most easily reached. It would take 
loDger for a vessel to make the Azores than to 
reach the Irish coast from where the Danmark 
was seen, because the wind would be rnostly 
ahead. 
The distance to the Fastuet Light 
would be about 1.10J miles, aud with the south 
winds we have here a sailing vessel ought to 
make it in about eighty davs.” 


T H E SUGAR TRUST. 


In Its O riginal F o rm It la a T iling o f th e 
F ast. 


N e w Y o e k . April I6th.—In the suit recently 
brought against the American Sugar Refining 
Company, of San Francisco, in the name of the 
People, and upon the same allegations used iu 
the action against the North River Sugar Refin­ 
ing Company, it was discovered that the Ameri­ 
can sugar Ketining Company nas assigned to 
Theodore A. Havetueyer. Henry O. Havemeyer 
and Charles Sueff. Under the circumstances, of 
course, the case of the people la San Francisco 
must fall through, lor having no propertv, by 
reason of assigument, a receiver cñimot be ap­ 
pointed, and the company will probably be run 
quietly by Havemeyer and Snefi. 
This leads to the supposition that the sugar 
trust, at least iu its origmal form, is a tiling of 
the past; that the ve.dict against the North 
River Company is a sacred trust of the people, 
and it is piresumed all the refineries have put 
themselves in the same condition as the Ameri­ 
can. Though nominally dead, it is evident that 
the trust lives iu point of fact. The trust is very 
rnuch alive, as evidenced by the recent rupid 
advance in sugars ol all grades. 


SECRETA RY BUSSEY. 


H e R e n d ers T h ree V ery Im p o rta n t D e­ 
cisions. 


W a s h in g t o n , April 16th.—Assistant Secretary 
Eussey to-day rendered three pension decisions, 
in which is involved an important question of 
when may, and when may not. a soldier be con­ 
sidered, “ In line of duty.1’ 
The first case is that of M'. H. Brokenshaw, 
late of Company H. Twenty-ninth Michigan 
\ olunteers, who applied for an invalid pension. 
The basis oi his claim was an injury to his left 
side, incurred in the service at Jackson. Mich., 
in March 1S65. Said injury having been “caused 
by three soldiers jumping on claimant, while he 
was climbing into his bunk, crushing the ribs 
of his left side just below the heart.” His 
claim was rejected by Commissioner Black 
upon the ground that the “ claimant ” was not 
injured iu line of duty. 
Assistant Secretary 'Bussey, in his decision to­ 
day, overrules the lonuer decision, aud directs 
that Brokenshaw s uame be placed upon the 
pension rolls, rating his disability iu accord­ 
ance with the law. 
Another ease is that of C. H. Sedgwick, late 
midshipman of the United states steamship 
Saute and United States steamship Constitution. 
The claimant in this case was injured by a kick 
from a comrade ou board the ship. He was at 
the time, to use his own language, "twiuiDgand 
teasiug his comrade,'' who becoming incensed 
thereat, administered to him a kick, Horn which 
his disability resulted. 
The Assistant Secretary in this case sustains 
the iormer decision rejecting the application, 
and adds: “ Here it is apparent that the claim­ 
ant not only contributed directly to produce the 
cause of his iujury, tu t that lie was engaged at 
the time in a manner that was manifestlv in 
violation of the rules and regulations ot’tlie 
service, and subversive of discipline aDd good 
order, and the injury resulting tiom such cou- 
duct on his part was unquestionably not in­ 
curred in the line of duty.” 
The third case is that of Elizabeth Hull, 
widow ot William Hull, who died in a military 
prison at Nashville of inflammation of the 
pleura, contracted iu the prison. The soldier, 
it appears from the evidence, was arrested and 
confined In prison for being absent trom his 
company and regiment without permission, in 
this case Bussey said : “ To entitle the widow to 
a peusion, the wouud, injury or disease which 
caused the husband's death must have been 
connected, as the result, with the compliance 
by him w ith the requirements oi military dutv 
Such a connectiou between the fatal disease 
and service did not exist in this case. The 
former decision is adhered to.” 


W O R K O F DEM O LITIO N . 


New Y ork T ak in g D ow n th e W ires and 
P o les on th e S treet. 
New Top.k, April 16th.—Gangs of men, under 
the direction of the Mayor, this morning began 
the attack upon the wired poles on Sixth avenue 
upper Broadway, Twenty-third, Twentv-fiith 
aud l orty-secoud streets. The wires and' roles 
demolished principally belong to the electric- 
lighting companies. The work of demolition 
was also carried on by the electric-light com­ 
pany employes. It is expected a large part ot 
the city will be deprived of electric light to­ 
night. 
A considerable number of poles and many 
wiies were taken d .wn by the city’s forces to­ 
day. Great crowds watched the unusual spec­ 
tacle of the violent detacnm ent of wires trom 
the poles aud lhe chopping down of poles. The 
danger from the ekeiric currents was everted 
by a formal notice to have the currents shut off 
before operations began. 
One pole at Unieu 
Square tell while the wood-choppers were cut­ 
ting, being rotten, and barely missed a passing 
street car filled with passengers. 
The foreman of the Brush Company demanded 
the arrest of Commissioner Gibbons for destroy­ 
ing tne compaL v's property. Failing in accom- 
phshing nis wish, he attempted to take posses- 
ston ot the cut wires, but the Superintendent of 
Incumbrances, Richardson, had his wagons aud 
men 
on 
hand, 
aud 
as 
each wire was 
cut it was rolled aud piaccd in a guarded 
wagon. There was uo interference trom the 
Western or other companies. 
Superintendent Hum-tone, of the Western 
Union Telegraph Ctmpany. was surprised when 
he heard of the havoc the subway men were 
making. He said the companv was provided 
for in all the streets mentioned in the Mavor's 
order. The only persons who would be incon­ 
venienced were the subscribers to the Gold aud 
Stock Telegraph Company. 
The work of cutting down the telei raph poles 
was continued until nightfall, and will be re­ 
sumed again early to-morrow morning. The 
only poles left staudirg by the workmen were 
those which held the fire department wires. 
These will all be removed by that department 
this week. The electric light, telegraph and 
telephone people are helpless, aud say that thev 
can only grin and b .ar it. 
Madison and Union Squares, usually after 
nightlall the brightest and gavest localities of 
the city, were to-night in g.oom. Within the 
squares there was no flicker of light, and the 
tramps upon the park benches were less fre­ 
quently-disturbed tu their slumbers. 
Young people fil.ed the settes, and there were 
excursions from distant parts of the city bv cit- 
zens curious to behold the results of the' first 
day’s work with axes among the wire poles. 
The only illumination to these great plazss was 
from 
tamps 
Inside the streets where the 
circuits 
had 
not 
been 
cut 
oil. 
The 
gas jets flickered along the 
trail of 
the 
road in Broadway, but in the cross streets where 
the poles had beeu cut was absolute darkness 
early tu the uight, so that iu Fourtecuth, Twen­ 
ty-third and Forty-second streets pedestrians 
picked their way, lighted only by the diffused 
tlare iu the sky, agaiust which the house-tops 
Jroke dark aud ragged lines. Filth avenue 
was as dark as a couutry street, and tew people 
were astir upon it. Late at night the moon rose 
and the dark streets were lighted, and many 
who In the electric 1 ght seldom knew If the 
moon was shiuing or not, to-night remarked 
that fact.

It is a tire that is best not blown 
upon, because it will as certainly smolder 
and die, as that the sun will shine after 
the night passes. 
To be sure, pugilism 
will continue, but not necessarily the 
fevered craze of the present. Pugilism as 
a sport in athletics is quite as old as civili­ 
zation. Theseus is accorded the honor of 
introducing boxing as an invention, and 
Homer dwelt upon the contests of fists and 
muscles iu which Hercules and Pollux and 
fabled heroes engaged. The light glove of 
this day is as down and velvet compared 
to the “cestas” of dried cow-hide studded 
with iron and leaden knobs, that the 
boxers of the ancient prize rings wore. It 
is now a hundred and forty years and 
more, since the brutal and brutalizing 
fighting as we know it in this day, was in­ 
troduced into England, and really, if any­ 
thing, the contests of the present are 
greatly milder than those that the 
English encouraged in the last cen­ 
tury. 
Boxing will continue to he a 
rude, vulgar and brutalizing sport in 
some circles, and 
in 
others 
it 
is 
and may be confined to a rational system 
of instruction in the art of using the 
limbs for self-defense in fisticuffs, and in 
wrestling, and into which neither brutal­ 
ity or coarseness may enter. But as for 
the present craze that feeds upon the ex­ 
citement of bruising matches between fel­ 
lows, who, as a rule, are fit for little less 
than animal contests, and who will pres­ 
ently be as much in disfavor as thev are 
now in demand, it will have its decadence, 
and is best left to expend itself. Half a 
dozen years ago or so an effort was made in 
all the States to suppress it and to deter­ 
mine the exact point at which bruising 
must cease, and to fix the line up to which 
it might be permitted to go on. But the 
attempt only whetted the appetite for 
brutal exhibitions, and the law has latter­ 
ly not much interfered through its officers 
to prevent the bruising fraternity from 
battering each other into insensibility and 
even into death. No issue is possible as to 
the demoralizing influence of these bruis­ 
ing matches; among thoughtful citizens 
there can be but one judgment reached re­ 
garding them. But when it comes to rem­ 
edies we incline strongly to the belief that 
communities will soonest be rid of the 
craze by getting “ a full stomach of it,” 
when the inevitable reaction will set iu. 


T h e Chief of Police of this city is 
about to propose to the city legislative 
body the adoption of the police patrol- 
wagon system. In our local columns will 
be found a succinct description of this sys­ 
tem and some account of what it is be. 
lieved its economy and general usefulness 
will prove to be. The only question that 
is really a serious one in the matter is that 
of the ability of the city to bear the ex­ 
pense, at this time, that is involved in the 
adoption of the system. But from the 
experience of other cities in this matter, 
it is safe to predict that, if added to our 
jxdicc methods, we will find it to be a 
money-saver. For it will insure duty- 
doing by the roundsmen and quick re­ 
spouse to the call for police aid, and these 
in turn lessen the activity of the criminal 
element that is a source of constant ex- 
l>en.-e. It will be an efficient aid in pre­ 
venting the escape of the lawless after 
the commission of crime, and thus save to 
the city considerable expenditure in pur­ 
suing offenders. 
It will in part pay 
for itself by 
eliminating the cost 
now unavoidable in transjiorting pris­ 
oners and the sick 
and wounded 
to the city prison or to the hospitals. One 
-<yf its greatest advantages will I* the aboli­ 
tio n of the system that withdraws a 
.roundsman from his beat whenever be 
.makes an arrest, for he must now leave his 
post to convey his prisoner to the central 
station, and in the meanwhile his beat is 
ex{K»etl, a fact that burglars, petty thieves 
and others of the lawless class seldom per­ 
mit to remain unimproved. It is there­ 
fore an 0[>en question, with much favoring 
its affirmation, “ W ill not the proposed sys­ 
tem really save money to the city?” If the 
authorities can see their way clear to this 
adoption, we are confident that the patrol 
wagon system will work many benefits and 
economies for the city. Not the least of 
these will be its usefulness at fires, it- 
humanity in conveying the sick and 
wounded, and lastly, the assurance that the 
jieople will be justified in entertaining, that 
every roundsman is in his allotted hours 
on duty, patroling his neat, and, so far as 
he can do so, protecting the homes of the 
people from assault. 
T h e Oklahoma matter is assuming 
giant proportions. The President’s pro­ 
clamation throws oj>en to settlement in 
the Indian Territory lands that have here­ 
tofore laten reserved for the Indian tribes. 
These lands in area are sufficient to accom­ 
modate about 1-2,000 settles, but about 
60.000 would-be settlers have gathered 
along the borders of the promised land, 
together with fully 10.000 more who arc 
town-lot simulators and goods dealers, 
waiting for the dawn of the hour that will 
permit of their entry upon the soil with­ 
out encountering the bayonet of a soldier. 
O f course, in the scramble that will ensue 
when the rush becomes lawful, there will 
be not iess than 38,000 disappointed ]>eo- 
ple. and as a matter of course, also, there 
will be violence, bloodshed and death. 
The strong will wrestle with the weak and 
overcome them ; the heartless and brutal 
will ride rough-shod over the rights of 
• 
feebler than they and more merciful. 


There will be strife, contention and riot, 
and to prevent all this, so far as can be 
done, several battalions of regulars have 
been sent into the region. Their task 
will not be an easy one, and it will not be 
possible, no matter how diligent they may 
be, for the soldiers to prevent all outrage, 
wrong and bloodshed. We may look for­ 
ward to scenes of brutality, cruelty and 
outrage upon human rights when the 
rush begins, as confidently as we anticipate 
the rising and the setting of the sun. 
W e have been deploring the weakness 
of our navy and sharply criticising ad­ 
ministrations for delay in building new 
ships of war. But here is Secretary of the 
Navy, Mr. Tracy, out in an open speech, 
delivered at the banquet tendered him in 
Brooklyn, declaring that “ such has been 
the vast improvement in the building of 
armored ships in recent years, that we really 
have lost little or nothing by our delay in 
reconstructing the American navy.” The 
Secretary has been in office only a few 
weeks, but he speaks with such confidence 
that it must be assumed that lie lias clearly 
made Bp his mind that we are better off 
for not having spent large sums in ship­ 
building that would have confined us for 
many years to styles that are now being 
condemned. By reason of the delay we 
now have a surplus that enables us to build 
as we please, and after the latest and most 
improved models; but the thought will 
come to the surface, such is the rapid ad­ 
vance of science and such the wonders of 
discovery and invention, that even if we 
now procure the most approved designs 
for ships of war and proceed to build, we 
may find ourselves in half a decade again 
“ behind the times.” 


W h en the Vandalia sank in the hurri­ 
cane at Apia, and her men and officers 
with broken limbs, bruised bodies and 
lacerated flesli were forced to take refuge 
in the rigging, where the pitiless storm 
beat upon them, and death every few 
moments claimed one of their number, the 
great hull of the flag-ship, the Trenton, 
driven before the blast, was seen bearing 
down upon them, threatening to crush 
them and cast them into the raging sea. 
Their hearts failed them utterly, but just 
before tLe fatal crash they heard a ring­ 
ing encouraging cheer from their comrades 
on the Trentou, the stars and stripes were 
run to the mizzeu peak, and mingling 
with the roar of the storm the doomed 
men heard from the deck of the Trenton 
the strains of her band, playing to give 
them courage, the “Star Spangled Banner.” 
Some of the poor fellows were saved, hut 
some of them went to their death, facing 
the grave to the music of the most stirring 
of theirj nation’s songs. It was a sadly 
dramatic episode that will live in song 
and story in the history of the nation. 


T h e New York Legislature has before it 
what is known as the Saxton ballot reform 
bill. It is, in brief, very muc-h like the 
bill proposed by the Young Men’s Demo­ 
cratic League in San Francisco, and which 
the late Legislature of California re­ 
jected. It is supported in New York by 
the Republicans and the representatives of 
the Labor organizations, the I>emocrats 
alone standing in the way of its adoption 
This occasions the New York World to put 
the question in this way—and it is a 
sledge-hammer method of stating it: “ If 
the Republicans and the Labor organiza­ 
tions, which earnestly favor the bill, can 
stand its regulations in the interest of free 
and honest elections, why cannot the iJetu- 
crats ? To assume that they cannot is to 
insult their intelligence or to impeach their 
honesty.”

THE DANMARK. 
The IU-fated Steamer Said to Have Been 
a Strong Iron Vessel. 
Philadelphia, April 16th.—Captain Smith, of 
the British steamer La Flandre, which arrived 
this afternoon from Antwerp, was commander 
ol the ill-fated Danmark before her change of 
ownership, and was much concerned when he 
learned of the disaster which is 6aid to have 
overtaken that vessel. Captain Smith, when 
questioned, said the Danmark was a re­ 
markably stroug vessel. She was built iu 
water-tight compartments, had water tanks 
from the 
bridge 
aft, aud 
was extra 
braced with iron about her upper works. “ In 
fact,” he added, “she was one of the strongest 
tu It vessels I was ever in. I commanded her 
when she was sold, just previous to her last 
trip, aud was chief officer prior to that, and 
would not wish to sail in a better ship.” Cap­ 
tain Smith said further, that he had crossed 
very close to where the ship was sighted. ‘ If 
the boats were picked up,” he continued, “by a 
sailing vessel,her proper course would be to start 
for the Irish Channel. Of course no sailing 
vessel would continue her vovage with such a 
crowd on board unless the port she was bound 
to was the most easily reached. It would take 
longer lor a vessel to make the Azores than to 
reach the Irish coast from where the Danmark 
was seen, because the wind would be mostly 
ahead. The distance to the Fastuet Light 
would be about 1,103 miles, and with the south 
winds we have here a sailing vessel ought to 
make it in about eighty davs.” 
THE SUGAR TRUST. 
In Its Original Form It la a Thing of the 
Past. 
N e w Y o e k . April 16th.—In the suit recently 
brought against the American Sugar Refining 
Company, of San Francisco, in the name of the 
People, and upon the same allegations used in 
the action against the North River Sugar Refin­ 
ing Company, it was discovered that the Ameri­ 
can sugar Refining Company has assigned to 
Theodore A. Havemeyer, Henry O. Havemeyer 
and Charles Suefl'. Under the circumstances, of 
course, the case of the people in San Francisco 
must fall through, for having no nropertv, by 
reason of assignment, a receiver cáuuot bé ap­ 
pointed, aud the company will probablv be run 
quietly by Havemeyer and Suefl. 
Tbis leads to the supposition that the sugar 
trust, at least iu its original form, is a thing of 
the past; that the ve.dict against the North 
River Company is a sacred trust of the people, 
and it is presumed ail the refineries have put 
themselves in the same condition as the Ameri­ 
can. 1 hough nominally dead, it is evident that 
the trust lives in point of fact. The trust is very 
much alive, as evidenced by the recent rapid 
advance in sugars ot all grades.

lie Renders Three Very Important De­ 
cisions. 
W a sh in g t o n , April 16th.—Assistant Secretary 
Eussey to-day rendered three pension decisions, 
in which is involved an important questiou of 
when may, and when may not. a soldier be con­ 
sidered, “ In line of dutv.” 
The first case is that of W, H. Brokensbaw, 
late of Company II, Twenty-ninth Michigan 
Volunteers, who applied for an invalid pension. 
The basis oi his claim was an injury to his left 
side, incurred in the service at Jackson. Mich., 
in March 1S65. Said injury having been “caused 
by three soldiers jumping on claimant, while he 
was climbing into his bunk, crushing the ribs 
of his left side just below the heart.” His 
claim was rejected by Commissioner Black 
upon the ground that the “ claimant 1 was not 
injured in line of duty. 
Assistant Secretary 'Bussey, in his decision to­ 
day, overrules the lonner decision, and directs 
that Brokenshaws name be placed upon the 
peusioD rolls, rating his disability iu accord­ 
ance with the law. 
Another case is that of C. H. Sedgwick, late 
midshipman of the United States steamship 
Saute aud United States steamship Constitution. 
The ciu-mant in this case was injured by a kick 
from a comrade ou board the ship. He was at 
the time, to use his own language, “twittingand 
teasing his comrade,” who becoming incensed 
thereat, administered to him a kick, liom which 
his disability resulted. 
The Assistant Secretary in this case sustains 
trie former decision rejecting the application, 
and adds: *• Here it is apparent that the claim­ 
ant not only contributed directly to produce the 
cause of his injury, tu t that he was engaged at 
the time in a manner that was manifestly in 
violation of the rules and regulations ol the 
service, and subversive of discipline aud good 
order, and the injury resulting tiom such con­ 
duct on his part was unquestionably not in­ 
curred in the line of duty.” 
The third case is that of Elizabeth Hull, 
widow of M illiam Hull, who died in a military 
prison at Nashville of inflammation of the 
pleura, contracted iu the prison. The soldier, 
It appears from the evidence, was arrested and 
confined In prison for being absent from his 
company and regiment without permission. In 
this case Bussey said : “ To entitle the widow to 
a pension, the wound, injury or disease which 
caused the husband's death must have !>eeu 
connected, as the result, with the compliance 
by him with the requirements of military dutv. 
Such r connectiou between the fatal disease 
and service did not exist in this case. The 
former decision is adhered to.” 


WORK OF DEMOLITION. 
New York Taking Down the W ires and 
Poles on the Street. 
N ew I op.k , April 16th.—Gangs o f men, under 
the direction of the Mayor, this morning began 
the attack uj>on the wired poles on Sixth avenue 
upper Broadwav, Twenty-third. Tweutv-filth 
and Forty-second streets. The wires and poles 
demolished principally belong to the electric- 
lighting companies. The work of demolition 
was also carried ou by the electric-light com­ 
pany employes. It is expected a large part ol 
the city will be deprived of electric light to­ 
night. 
A considerable number of poles and many 
wites were taken d .wu by the city’s forces to­ 
day. Great crowds watched the unusual spec­ 
tacle of the vioieut detacnment of wires lrorn 
the poles aud Ihe chopping down of jades. The 
danger from the eltciric currents was evened 
by a formal notice to have the currents shut off 
before ojierations began. One pole at Union 
Square fell while the wood-choppers were cut­ 
ting, being rotten, and barely missed a passing 
street car tilled with j»asseugers. 
The foreman of the Brush Company demanded 
the arrest of Commissioner Gibbous for destroy­ 
ing tne comjiaiy's nropertv. Failing in accom­ 
plishing his wish, lie attempted to take posses­ 
sion ol the cut wires, but the Superintendent of 
Incumbrances, Richardson, nad his wagons and 
men on hand, and as each wire was 
cut it was relied aud placed in a guarded 
wagon. ’ihere was no interference lrorn the 
Western or other companies. 
Superintendent Humstone, of the Western 
Union Telegraph Ctmpauy. was surprised when 
he heard of the havoc the subway men were 
making. He said the company was provided 
for in all the streets mentioned'in the Mayor's 
order. The only persons who would De incon­ 
venienced were the subscribers to the Gold and 
Stock Telegraph Comjmny. 
The work of cutting down the teletraph poles 
was continued until nightfall, aud will be re­ 
sumed agaiu early to-morrow morning. The 
only jades left standirg by the workmen were 
those which held the fire department wires. 
These will all be removed by that department 
this week. The electric light, telegraph aud 
telephone jjcople are helpless, and say that thev 
t an only grin and btar ii. 
Madison and Union Squares, usually after 
nightfall the brightest and gayest localities of 
the city, were to-night in g.oom. Within the 
squares there was no flicker of light, and the 
tramps upon the park benches were less fre­ 
quently disturbed In their slumber*. 
Young jieople til ed the series, and there were 
excursions Irom distant paits of the city by cit- 
zens curious to behold the results of the first 
day’s work with axes among the wire poles. 
The only illumination to these great plaz.s was 
from lamps inside the streets where the 
circuits had 
not been cut off. 
The 
gas jets flickered along the trail of the 
road in Broadway, but in the cross streets where 
the jxilcs had been cut was absolute darkuess 
early in the night, so that in Fourteenth, Twen­ 
ty-third aud Forty-second streets jiedestriaus 
picked their way, lighted only by the diffused 
glare in the sky, against which the house-tops 
broke dark aud ragged lines. Fifth avenue 
was as dark as a country street, and few jieople 
were astir upon it. Late at night the moon rose 
and the dark streets were lighted, and many 
who in the electric 1 ght seldom knew If the 
moon was shining or not, to-night remarked 
that fact.

St. Pacl, April 16th —The street-car strike In 
St 1’aul has reached the Legislature, aud has 
been acted upon by that body this afternoon, 
the Cttv Railway Corn jam y being knocked out 
in the first round.

1 he Legislature probablv acted more jiromptly 
than it would otherwise have done. Tne matter 
came up in the shape of a bill by WUlrich, 
which repeals the previous Act validating the 
old ordinance, giving tlic St. Raul City Railway 
Company the exe.usive privileges of streets in 
Ibis dry. aud the bill was passed by a vote of 66 
to 16. The effect of this legislation, which wUl 
probably pass the Senate, is to throw oja-n the 
matter of the exclusive right to the streets, and 
leave the decision of that matter to the Courts.

Saturdav last Commissioner 
Tanner was in Brooklyn, where Sigel called 
upon him.

Commissioner Tan­ 
ner informed him that there was absolutely 
nothing reflecting ujron his integrity. General 
Sigel then informed the Commisioúer that he 
was desirous of retiring from official life, aud 
would forward his resignation. 
AH Ouiet Along the Line. 
K a n sa s C it y (Kan.), April 16th.—Two hun­ 
dred aud forty-eight prairie schooners went into 
camp here to-day. and fully 500 persons arrived 
by railroads, making au estimate crowd of 10,­ 
000 temporary sojourners. State colonies are 
being organized in camps, the Illinois colonv 
now having 1,200 members, aud Ohio and 
Missouri following in tne order named with 
irom S00 members down to about 300. 
Permission was received here to-day by 
United states Commissioner Bonesell from the 
Department for all persons going by wagon to 
break camp on the morning of the" i3th, and 
take up their line of march through the Chero­ 
kee strip, to the north line lauds to be ODened 
to settlement. Ail is quiet along the line ami 
the commander of troops here, to-day, said he 
apprehended no trouble or strife among the 
people. 
A Murderous Brother. 
B ir m in g h a m (Ala.), April 16th.—A special 
from Warr or reports a sad tragedy at Reed’s 
Gap. near that jiiace. four young men called 
to see Miss Livingston. Her brother objected to 
one of the visitors and went off to get a pistol. 
When he entered the room he fired at one. 
whom he supj>osed was the objectionable young 
man, but who turned out to be his sister. The 
ball struck her iu the cheek and lodged at the 
base of the brain. The attending physician 
says she will die. Young Liviugstou is said to 
have been drunk, and is still at large. 
Wife-Murder and Suicide. 
B u f f a l o , April 16th.—A double tragpdv oc­ 
curred here this morning. Thomas Domin­ 
quez, a Spaniard, attacked his wife with a 
razor. A fearful struggle ensued. The woman 
was slashed about the hands, arms, head and 
face, and then the brute overpowered her, al­ 
most severed her head from her bodv aud threw 
her out upon the pavement. The murderer 
then cut his own throat from ear to ear and fell 
dt ad. He left a letter accusing his wife of in­ 
fidelity. 
C ontract Labor. 
New York, April 16th.—This city has decided 
that machinery belonging to a foreign manu­ 
facturer, who desired to transport his entire 
plant and workmen to the United Stales, cannot 
be allowed free of jluty, aud that the transpor­ 
tation of the workmen in such a manner cau- 
not be allowed, as it would be a violation of the 
law prohibiting the importation of contract 
labor.

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POLICE PATROL. 


CHIEF LEE’S RECOMMIXDAIIOXS 
ON THE SUBJECT. 


A dvantages to be 
D erived 
from 
A dopting an A larm T elegraph Sys­ 
tem , and a P atrol W agon. 


For some time Chief of Police Lee has 
been considering the advisability of hav­ 
ing a patrol system íd this city, and as the 
Tesnlt of his investigations has prepared a 
report which he proposes to submit to the 
Police Commissioners, and they in turn can 
lay the matter before the Board of Trustees. 
His report will be an explanation of how 
the system is to be carried on, and will 
read about as follows: 
I would most urgently recommend the 
adoption of the patrol wagon and police 
alarm telegraph system, confidently be­ 
lieving that when the same are fully un­ 
derstood the introduction of the apparatus 
will be favored by every tax-payer and 
every good citizen. The wagon, which is 
the most important factor in doing the 
work, is a marvel of strength and lightness, 
built so as to turn around within its own 
length. It has two hair-stufied leather- 
covered cushion seats, one upon each side, 
and each capable of comfortably seating 
six men. One man can also ride on the 
back step and two on the driver’s seat. 
Each wagon is equipped with a hand-rail 
at the sides, an alarm-gong, three lanterns, 
and a rubber-covered stretcher, which can 
be in a moment easily slung between the 
two seats for the purpose of conveying 
without jar or jolting a sick or wounded 
person, or one in the last stages of intoxi­ 
cation. There is also a tool-chest an d a 
partitioned medicine-chest for simple reme­ 
dies, stimulants, surgical instruments and 
bandages under the driver’s seat. Each 
wagon is also provided with compartments 
for handcuffs, ropes, jumping-canvass for 
use at fires, and hand-grenades for subdu­ 
ing incipient fires. There are also rines 
attached to the floor, to which a violent 
prisoner can be tied down and secured. 


TH E STREXCHEE 
Is an ingenious arrangement worthv of 
particular notice. When not in use it is 
rolled up on the poles and placed under 
one of the seats. When required for use it 
is drawn out through a small door at the 
end of the wagon, and four spring hooks 
which accompany it are fitted in their 
places—two on each side of the wagon. 
Into these hooks the poles of the stretcher 
are placed, and the canvas hangs between 
the seats of the wagon without jolting. The 
stretcher can be lifted from the wagon and 
carried without disturbing the patient. One 
patrolman and the driver should be held in 
constant readiness, day and night, to ac­ 
company the wagon at every call. At the 
present time the manner in which patients 
are removed from the Receiving to the 
County Hospital is next to barbarous. They 
are compelled to lie on the bed of any ex­ 
press wagon and to undergo almost con­ 
stant jarring over the cobbled streets. The 
result is, that a very sick man is almost 
exhausted when he arrives at the hospital. 


STREET STATIONS. 
Next, as to the method of calling out the 
wagon for active service: At every selected 
street corner throughout the city there 
should be a '* street station.” This consists 
of an octagonal box about eight feet in 
bight and three feet in diameter, which 
also serves as a lamp post. The structure 
is of heavy iron, witb roof or top of thick 
glass, serving to admit ample light to the 
interior, either by day or night. Upon 
opening the door to this sentry box with 
his key (which every citizen who applies 
for one should have), one steps inside and 
finds himself facing a small square box with 
a convenient hook projecting from the right 
band side. One downward pull of this 
hook and in a few seconds he hears the an­ 
swering tinkle of a little gong inside, and 
knows that in a very short time he will 
have at his side a patrol wagon manned by 
three officers, ready for any kind of police 
work. 
ADVANTAGES TO BE DERIVED. 
Among the many advantages growing 
out of this most important aid to police 
work is, that it keeps the patrolman upon 
his beat and attentive to his duties. The 
officer at the station-house must hear from 
him every half hour, from some one of the 
boxes on his beat, and as the registering 
apparatus at the station-house is automatic, 
the record will be made even if the operator 
is not present, and its absence from the 
paper would show that the officer a ta cer­ 
tain time neglected his duty, and he would 
be obliged to give satisfactory explanation 
therefor. 
Under the present system it is impossible 
for one Captain or roundsman to visit all 
patrolmen on their beats. Most emphati­ 
cally is the patrol wagon and its accompani­ 
ments the policeman's and citizen s friend 
in an emergency. By its aid he will often 
be spared the use in his own defense of a 
weapon, and by its aid the citizen may not 
only protect himself, but prevent the com­ 
mission or secure the punishment of crime. 
In fact, all of the Eastern cities that have 
adopted the patrol wagon and police alarm 
telegraph system pronounce it a decided 
success. 
The city of Oakland has also 
adopted tbis system, and in conversation 
with an officer from that city a short time 
ago. he wondered how they had “got along” 
all these ytars without the patrol wagon. 
Quite a iarge amount of money is paid 
out yearly by the city for hack hire in con­ 
veying " drunks ” or disabled persons to 
the station-house, which can be saved by 
the adoption of the patrol wagon. 


COST OF TH E SYSTEM. 
I am reliably informed that the only 
expense to the city for wire will be from 
Second and I streets to the station-house, 
so that the actual expense to the city would 
be the cost of procuring and putting up the 
boxes at the selected street corners, and in 
furnishing the wagon and team, all of 
which, in my opinion, would not exceed 
the following estim ate:

The 
man told the driver that he had business a 
few blocks farther on before going home, 
which was a palpable falsehood, for all he 
wanted was time to fight the puzzle to a fin­ 
ish, if possible. When the end of the road 
was reached there were still two marbles 
without the inner circle, and it is not 
known whether the venerable swineherd 
has yet succeeded in getting them corraled, 
nor whether he has yet reached the bosom 
of his family. 
The prospect is that the Commissioners 
of Lunacy will soon have a boom in their 
business.

UNCLE 8AM A N D BISM A R C K . 


T b e In stru ctio n s G iven to O ur S am oan 
C om m ission ers. 


W a s h in g t o n , April 16th.—A s the A m erican 
delegates to the Sam oan Conlerence are on th eir 
way to Berlin, the State D epartm ent has seen 
fit to express to a certain extent the attitude o f 
the Governm ent in th e m atter. It is stated 
th at this altitude w ill not differ greatly from 
th a t under the past A dm inistration. 
It is said 
th a t there is no interest in Samoa w hich per­ 
haps is in itself of sufficient im portance to the 
United Stales to desire w ar over, but it is of as 
m uch im portance to this G overnm ent as to Ger­ 
m any, aud the latter country m ust find it to her 
interest to have a peaceful settlem ent of the 
affair. 
Our Commissioners w ill insist upon the au ­ 
tonom y of Samoa, and the absolute non-inter­ 
ference by Germ any in the nation’s affaire. The 
only interference th at w ill be tolerated w ill be 
th at of the three Powers, by m utual consent, to 
restore order am ong th e natives and to place 
them upon a peaceful and prosperous looting, and 
good ónices in this direction cannot be such as 
to involve force, or in fact to in any way disregard 
the independence of the Sam oan Governm ent. 
The existing legitim ate Governm ent m ust be 
recognized and th e Commission w ill not consent 
to any such indem nity being dem anded of King 
M ataafa, for killing ot Germ an sailors in battle, 
as w ill give Germ any a claim upon the island. 
In other words, Germ any m ust be content to oc­ 
cupy relations w ith the Sam oans th at is occu­ 
pied by this country and by England. 
In view 
o f the fact that rango Pango harbor is about the 
only one in the vicinity of m uch value, and the 
U nited States has control ol it by treaty right, 
there w ill doubtless be considerable discussion 
over that harbor, and perhaps an attem pt m ay 
be m ade by lhe Germ an Commissioners to dis­ 
pute the validity of the treaty, or at least an 
attem pt to secure equal rights w ith Am erica in 
that harbor. 
The Am erican Commissioners are well in­ 
form ed on the question at issue, and will be 
fully sustained by the State D epartm ent in bold­ 
ing to the position claim ed to be the right oue.

San Franotsco Chronicle, April 16th ] 
C. F. H un tin "ton talked with a Chronicle 
reporter a few m inutes yesterday about the 
new schemes oí the Southern l ’acüic Com- 
panv for railroad extension. 
“ Yes,” he said, in reply to a question, 
“ we w:!l build to San LuisObispo and will 
probably bet,in the work soon. The peo­ 
ple of ; hat town seem inclined to treat us 
fairly. W hen we went down there last week 
w e asked for rights of way, grounds for depot 
and other buildings, and also for the clos­ 
ing of 
:e or two streets. I think this will 
be granted and we will then begin work. 
W e shall not, however, rush the extension 
of the line, but will proceed in an econom­ 
ical and practical way. It will take about 
two years to finish the sixteen miles of 
road ¡rom Santa Margarita to San Luis 
Obispo, and it will cost alt of $1,500,000, for 
there is a great deal of tunnel work and 
some heavy grades to master. South of 
San Luis we w ill get along easily enough, 
for there are a good m any miles of what 
railroad people call pleasant work. No, it 
has not yet been determ ined w hether we 
will build along the seashore or further in ­ 
land. 
Three or four surveys have been 
made, and we will choose the most feasible 
one when we get down that far.” 
“ How about San Joaquin valley con­ 
struction ?” was asked. 
" We are going to lay steel on our new 
grace down the west side of the valley and 
will build an east-side line, probably start­ 
ing from Oakdale and running sóutn to 
connect with the new road whicfi we have 
built below Fresno." 
Is not the Stockton, Fresno and South­ 
ern Eailroad Company going to build in 
th at territory ?” 
" I nave heard som etuing about a project 
of that kind, but you may rest assured we 
will build there, tor we have got the steel 
on the way. As for the opposition scheme, 
I know little about it.

W e couldn’t afford 
to let a foreign line get in there ana we are 
going to build that road ourselves.
